Loinx>N, Oct. 9.— George Du Maurier, 
the artist and author, who has been suf- 
fering for solium time with heart and 
lung troubles, is dead His end was 
painless and ln^ pa.ssed away surrounded 
by friends. The illness of Mr. Du 
Maurier was pathetic in the extreme. 
For days he has been hovering between 
life and death, at intervals conversing 
with his friends regarding his work 
Upon one occasion a friend at the 
dying mairs bedside referred to the suc- 
cess of ••Trilby " as a book and as a play, 
whereupon Du Maurier replied ; •'Yes, 
it has been successful. Hut the jKipu- 
larify has killed me at last.'' 

Gt'orgi^ L. P. B. Du Manner was born 
in France in 18;! l. He became a iiat- 
urali/i'd British subject. Kiitered the 
University of London at the age of 11. 
He made liis debut as an artist with 
contributions of sketches to London 
"Once a W^eek." Subsequently he 
joined the stafif of "Punch." He wrote 
two novels, "Peter Ibbetson" and 
"Trilbv." The latter was a great suc- 
cess. Tlie story was dramatized and 
made an extraordinary hit, both in this 
country and in England.

IRON WORK S BOILER EXPLODES.

The house of John Burns, dOM byi 
was completely demolished, and ttota 
the ruins were taken the bodies of his 
child and Custleman. 

Several of those injured are in a seri- 
ous ffp nditlft" and are not expected to 
live. 

The cause of the explosion is un- 
known, but it is suspected that there 
was no water in the boiler or that it got 
too low.

Mai-sh, who was a bachelor, lived fae 
life of a re<'lnse for many years.

of the two, and that ia saying a (rreatdeal 
for Mr. Kent, bccau e Mr. Ivldv is un- 
questionably one of the ablest speakers 
who ever addressed a Maysville audienre. 

Mr. Kent dwelt at some length on the 
(told standard, gave a logical and very 
plain explanation of it, and quoted from 
learned writers both here and in England 
showing that the value of gold had been 
greatly enhanced hy the demonetization 
of silver, and as aresuU,pricei. of commo- 
ditiea had heen forced down. He said 
that the United State-* would not only 
benefit her own people by remonetizing 
•UvM, bat would help haraantty the 

world over; and ho lielieven thii country 
il able to restore free coinage without 
waiting for the consent of other nations. 
On this point he iinoted from the dis- 
tinguished Geriuaii political economist 
Otto -Vhrndt, who in a recent letter ex- 
pressed the conviction that the United 
States of all nations was able to adopt 
and maintain independent bimetallism :

What the Hew Education Is. 

We have Ikhu much iuttirested in try- 
ing to find ont whether there isonysnch 
thing as a new education. The profess 
ors claim tliere '\^. They say now there 
I is not only au uducatiuu, but a study of 
I edneation. We observe that the more 
learned and f;imoua they are the tuoro 
I they befog us when they try to tell us 
I just what the now education is. Per 
haps this is ouly nattiral, siuoo tho more 
lcarue<I a man is tho more long words 
he will be familiar with and the mon 
he will bo tempted to lug them into his 
leotnrea and to talk over our heads. 

A good specimen of this sort of claw- 
ing after the infinite and the iuexpressi 
ble is seen in a paper by Professor Nioho- 
j la.s Murray Butler. Professor Nicholas 
{ Murray Butler begins in this prouiising 
I way: "There arc three avenues of np 
prnach to the stndy of educatiou and iu 
each of them the evolntioiiary poiut of 
view is not only illumiuating but con- 
trol liug. These three avenues are the 
physiological, the psychological and the 
KdcitiliiKical. " We defy anybody living 
to moke out from Professor Murray But- 
ler's alleged explanation of these state- 
ments what means by fhrm. We 
leave them therefore in a fog and pas.s 
on to another cheerful anuonnccmeiit 
It is that at present there is a wide 
spread interest in "two psychological 
doctrint s of the greatt'St importance to 
all teachers — namely, tho doctrine of ap 
perception and the doctrine of interest. " 

In the name of the human race and 
of cummou sense we protest agaiust tl:is 
rnbbish which is lately filling cdnoa 
tional magazines. It will befog and 
disgust really couscioutious teachers; 
it will tend to make vaiu and shal 
low ones think they know something 
when they do not If these foggy old 

gentlemen mean by psychology that ev- 
eiy teacher should study carefully the 
peonliar tendeneiea and mental and 

moral and physical characteristics of 
each pupil and try to develop each one's 
powers of obMrration and reasoning, 
then let them say eo in plain English. 
Until they do they will never make the 
ordinary intelligent person believe they 
really know anything at alL
